Cause For 
Rejoicing 

About the best piece of -news 
which prairie fanners have heard 
in a long time, is-the announce¬ 
ment that the British have agreed 
t i continue to buy huge quantities 
of Canad an farm products. 

Substantial quotas of bacon, 
beef, cheese and ggs have been ah 
totted to Canada by the British, to 
continue for two years'at least! 

Furthermore, ■= the British have 
agreed to buy 200,000,000 bushels 
e-f Canadian wheat a year for at 
least two years. The pi ice is to be' 
$1.55 for 1 northern at Fort Wil- 
1 am. m 

These result as a consequence of 
the tiade delegation to Grrat. Bri¬ 
tain. I. was headed by two cabinet 
ministers, Hon. J. A. McKinnon 
and Hon. J. G. Gardiner. They 
have many angles to iron out be¬ 
fore reaching an agreement, uni 
of them being the question of how 
Britain was to pry for the food 
bought from Canada. It is sug¬ 
gested that an increase of British 
exports to Canada is certain to 
envelop. 

The British market is the worlds 
most important outlet for surplus 
farm products. No other nation 
t ikes ouch an immense volume of 
v hear, meat, wool, dairy and poul¬ 
try products. Canada seems now 
to have an “inside track” on this 
market. 

Without a substantial outlet in 
Britain for our w. eat, po k, beef, 
eggs and cheese surpluses of these 
products would be suie to accum- 
rl ;te in this country and the ef¬ 
fect upon the p^ce would be disas¬ 
trous.—Brooks Bulletin. 


Wheat Shortage 

Hon. J. A. MacKinnon, minister 
of trade and commerce is back in 
Ottawa after a visit to the United 
Kingdom when most of his time 
was taken up with the question of 
wheat. He said the-governments 
o' Great Britain and Canada are 
working on a wheat agreement 
which should last for four years 
end assure Canadian producers a 
fixed price for their wheat. The 
minister said that regardless of 
any production developments that 
might be made in Russia, South 
America, Australia or any other 
world wheat source, the Canadian 
wheat grower can regard his out¬ 
look. as unclouded . for at least a 
period of two years ahead. The 
arrangements for wheat sales, the 
minister said, would be based on*a 
fiat contract price. At the present 
time Canadian wheat is being sold 
to Britain and other countries at 
$1.55 p bushel, basis 1 Northern at 
Fort William. This is around fifty 
cents a bushel below the Chicago 
price of wheat.—Wheat Pool Bud¬ 
get.

James Jack- 
ton of Irma, Alberta, former presi- 
cUnt of the Alberta Farmers’ Un¬ 
ion replied: “It is the longe.-t day 
cf the year and I believe the far¬ 
mers ought to get the most for 
their money.”—Wheat Pool Bud¬ 
get.

Peter McAskile and Keith Elder 
were elected a-; councillors in Vul¬ 
can's fir.-t civic election since 1938, 
when' 174 citizens cast their ballots 
at the towh offie on Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 11th. "While five candidates 
were nominated and stock! for 
election and 174 citizens voted, It 
might bh said that a renewed in¬ 
terest wrs being shown in civic af¬ 
fairs, but with well over 300 not 
considering it worth their while to 
cast a ballot, a much greater inter¬ 
est is desirable. 

Votes were registered as fol¬ 
lows: Glen Dahl, 30; Keith Liuer 
87; Peter McAskile 112; A. G. 
Saxby 82; Robert J. Willard 40; 
spoiled, 1; (on three ballots only 
one candidate was voted for).

Farm Policies 

Prog.-Cop. Leader Says Can¬ 
ada's Pol'cy in Selling Wheat 
Below World Price is O-ft 
From Grain Grower Not 
Nation 

• At the provincial Progressive- 
Conservative convent'on which 
welcomed John B aoken federal 
lc.-der, speakers centred largely on 
western affairs. A resolution won 
supported unaiimously in respect 
Hi lousing, asking the federal 
government to take steps to make 
housing available to people with 
children. Some time was spent on 
critlcsm of the Natioral Housin'' 
Act in respect to small incomes. It 
was claimed that government pri¬ 
orities are proven ring bulldeTS 
from getting materials or labor. 

Another lesolution called for 
radical overhaul of the income tax 
system, and a quicker clearance of 
irvmmc tax returns to the taxpay¬ 
er. 

Other resolutions advoc ted a 
rail outlet to the coast from Peace 
River and revision of tire fre'ght 
late structure. 

- Mr. B acken criticized the gov¬ 
ernment for selling wheat 40 ets. 
below worlil price when it is a gift 
rro:n the grower not from the na¬ 
tion. He -aid that the government 
is the biggest business in Canada 
;nd tho worst run. 

The convention supported th« 
belief that all restrictions impos¬ 
ed on cattle export to U.S.A. be 
JiUU-Ar except for fulfilment of 
commitments to Britain and U.N. 
R.R.A. 

The final hours of the conven¬ 
tion d^alt mainly with polities lit 
the provincial field. The party went 
or. record as prepared to co-opcr- 
rte with all groups uniting in op- 
I osition to ther extreme socialism 
of- the C . C . F ., Social Credit doc¬ 
trines and exclusive dictatorial at¬ 
titude of the Liberal machine ele¬ 
ments. 

A. L. Smith, K.C., commented 
cn the sp'it in the last Social Cred¬ 
it convention when it was demand¬ 
ed that the original $25 a month 
dividends be implemented. He 
foresaw that this might mean So¬ 
cial Credit disintegration. 

Dr. Stanley said the party must 
quickly hecome an active factor in 
provincial politics or would become 
a dead issue. lie claimed conniv¬ 
ance ‘ictween C.C.F. and Liberal 
groups at Ottawa. _ 

Hugh Farthing said the IndP 
pendent party had broken faith 
with both Progress ive»Conseiva- 
llvo.''. and U.F.A. Kent Power 
raid: “We rot alt the sou' milk 
ironi the Independent party.” But 
rone claimed that the Independent 
party was not yet derd and that 
Social Credit was still strong.

1 ngth on the .irces-ity for stabil 
i irg the agricultural’ industry of 
‘he. we-t. He lauded the choice of 
provincial Conservatives in the 
federal house, and said they had 
given splendid account of them¬ 
selves.

tained in Newton White’s book “Canadian Restora¬ 
tion.” Mr. White says: “This country has been built 
by ruthless individualism, in which the worst offen¬ 
ders against our resources have been big corpora¬ 
tions, but the one-man business has also done its 
share.” Speaking particularly of land he says: “It 
is plain that the protection of our natural resour¬ 
ces cannot any longer be left to the impact of ne- 
gleet, greed, or ignorance or to the pinch of neces¬ 
sity. It is tragic to allow one man to destroy the re¬ 
sources on which the welfare of'-the_ community de¬ 
pends now and in the future.” 

-Mr. White recommends that land be regarded as 
ownership on trust, which would be much better than 
socialization. There are many things which we use, 
such as firearms, poisons, explosives, which we are 
allowed to use only on condition that they are not 
misused. Some measure of control would be requir¬ 
ed to assure that land held “in trust” would not be 
robbed or put to unwise use. But the writer charges 
that economic pressure is a great factor in compel¬ 
ling unwise use, and it would be necessary to re¬ 
move the pressure that forces a man to rob his soil, 
slash his woodlands, and diminish his water supply. 
“National welfare,” he asserts "demands that each 
generation leave our live resources as fertile and” 
abundant as it found them. Our dead minerals can¬ 
not be restored, and to take for granted that our 
live resources are inexhaustible in racial suicide. The 
soil grows not only grain and cattle fodder but also 
from the land we have trees, animals, fruits, birds, 
furs, fish. Everywhere the balance of nature has 
been violated by man, creating desert, water erosion, 
soil drift, mountain barrens, lifeless woodlands. A 
new balance between Nature and Man must come if 
our fertility is to continue.

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Havoc Wrought j Conserve Water 

By Tidal Waves ‘ Says MacNicol 

In recent years so many of the 
horrors that have come upon hu¬ 
manity are so tied up with war 
that we forget the terriffic powers 
that nature itself occasionally re¬ 
leases. 

Itev. Archie Gordon of Cocan- 
ada, India, and his wife, in writing 
to. relatives here, tell of such an 
instance in the form of a great 
cyclone and tidal wave whi^ji hit 
their section of India last month. 

Canadian papers carried stories of 
this overwhelming catastrophe, 
but it is news to many to Jcnow. 
that former High Riverites were 
in the thick of it. The Gordons live 
on the highest spot in Cocaneda 
(a port city on the east central 
toast of India) and did not suffer 
from the tidal wave but they got 
the full “blast of the cyclone wind. 

Mr. Gordon in describing it 
says: “It began about 1 a.m,, last¬ 
ing until 6 p.m. the following day. 

Fiist came the terrific wind, then 
the tidal wave that swept the town 
across the beach carrying every¬ 
thing before it. There had been 
radio warnings, but little attention 
was paid until the waters began to 
.rise then it was too late. Small 
hamlets along the beach were 
washed out, mud walls of huts 
crushing like dust. The poor people 
rushed into town, and in our Sem¬ 
inary hostel alone we had 10U0 
dienched folks huddled in misery. 

“Mother and f were blown out 
of our sleeping porch at 1 a.m. 
and were trying to shut doors and 
windows half the night; moving 
everything away from windows 
that had been blown in. The actual 
tidal wave did not reach this far, 
but in the morning we found a 
tree fallen across our veranda and 
all sorts of damage done to church 
seminary buildings and the giris’ 
school wall. Tiees were down ev¬ 
erywhere, and there was neither 
light nor power for two days. Ev¬ 
erywhere came the pleading of the 
poor for help and food. 

“Here is what happened a friend 
jjn one beautiful home. The water 
came in at midnight and within the 
hour all furnishings were swin. 

-ming in sea water. The family wa» 
rescued by a military lorry. Next 
day they had a look at the destruc¬ 
tion, everything soaked in salt wa¬ 
ter and rain still pouring, the 
place filled with snakes dead and 
alive, rats, chickens, birds and 
debris. It will take a month to 
right things, and the smell was 
horrible. The poor folks are stay-

Toronto M.P. on One of Frequent 

Trips to West, Warns Leth- 

brdige Audience That East- * 
ern Mountain Slopes Must 
Be Reforested 

John R. MacNicol, M.P. of Tor¬ 
onto is better known to most west¬ 
erners than most eastern members 
of parliament, because he is a con¬ 
sist: nt advocate of the develop¬ 
ment of water transportation, and 
also the possibilities of iirigation. 

He visited Lethbridge recently 
in a study of irrigation systems 
and spoke of that city as “the home 
(f irrigation.” His special mes¬ 
sage was that the prairies con¬ 
serve what water they have, and 
• emphasized--the urgent need of 
rot only protecting the forest cbv- 
er of the eastern slope of tlye 
Rockies but of undertaking a plan 
of reforestation to the end- that 
the burned-over area: may be re¬ 
planted. In this he called upon the 
Dominion government to help. l f 
was too much to expect Alberta 
alone to undertake • the protection 
and ref®'estation necessary to 
sure the water supplies of the prai- 
nc provinces which risq, in the 
Rockies. “We must have the for¬ 
ests to conserve the snow and rain 
and allow it to run off gradually” 
raid Mr. MacNicol. He urged that 
not a drop of water be wasted, that 
every foot going to waste should 
be impounded in reservoirs for the 
use of man. He paid a high tribute 
to Geoige Spence of P.F.R.|A. for 
his work and that of his organiza- 
t on. 

. Mr. MacNicol referred to the 
r.ew Spring Coulee dam which is to 
impound water for use between 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat. He 
said that $500,000 had been voted 
at.the last session to begin work 
on that dam, but he supported 
western members who JWe. e urging 
$10,000,000 for that project. He 
advocated 100 million to be spent 
ever a ten year period in reclama¬ 
tion work, which would pay for it¬ 
self in increased production. 

Quoting a Lethbridge Herald 
editorial that 30,000 acres of irri¬ 
gated land in sugar beets had pro- 
ouced as much last year as 6,400,- 
OuO acres of raw prairie grazing 
cattle at 10 cents a pound. 

„ “It is that vision that I would 
like Canadian people to get” he 
said. “I would like them to think 
of the west as a land which can, 
with some expenditure of. money 
now, make homes for another half 
million people and work for hun¬ 
dreds of thousands more in factor¬ 
ies across the country. This is my 
service to my country. It means 
just as much to the east as to the 
vest to put this great water con¬ 
servation scheme across. I don’t 
know of any program before the 
people of Canada today that will 
leturr. to the people of Canada in 
real value what thi£ program will

There’s heen - lot of *alk about 
sunspots these days, and there are 
elark forecasts of what these trou¬ 
blemakers may do. Overseas radio 
communications have been blacked- 
(ut on several occasions recently, 
with scientists laying it all at the 
door of sunspocs. They have been 
causing radio crackling and disrupt 
e! service said to he the worst in 
v. ars. Sunspots recur heavily in 
cveb's nrd they are just starting 
a cycle which will go on in increas¬ 
ing intensity to 1948 and 1949, 
then start subsiding up to 1955. 

Everything, it is said, is affected 
hv sunspots, crops, weather, health 
disnositions. Scientists predict 
colder, longer winters, shorter 
summers, poorer crops, crankier 
tempers and greater prevalence.of 
such diseases as influenza and.po- 
llomyelitis. 

The great ’flu epidemic of 1917- 
18 coincided with sunspot maxi¬ 
mum. 

Rut in 1955 when the sunspots 
decline in influence we enter a 
period of greater health and great¬ 
er abundance.
